RECTOR'S REPORT 


Reverend Fathers, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

This evening Loyola completes the first year of its second half 
century. The experience of fifty years have contrived to give 

the current academic year the assurance and security of age and 
still leave it much of the spontaneity of youth. For Loyola is 
still growing. Tonight the first graduates of our Science Depart- 


ment, established in 1943, will receive their degrees. 


GUEST SPEAKER: We are happy to have with us as guest speaker, 
Father Emmett Carter, the Director of the English-speaking Section 
of the Jacques Cartier Normal School and Chaplain of the Newman 
Club of McGill University. It would be difficult to imagine a 
better vantage point from which to study and appreciate the pro=- 
blems of Catholic education than the one occupied by Father Carter. 
The responsibility of preparing those who will form the youth of 
our city is indeed grave, and calls for vision, devotedness and 
competence.

ENROLLMENT: It is gratifying to report a total enrollment of 1060 
full time students. Of these 310 are in the College; 585 in the 
High School and the remainder either completed last December or 
are completing Veterans! Refresher Courses. 206 are Resident 
Students and 854 non-Resident Students. This total of 1060 in- 


cludes an increase of 135 or 18% over 1946, 


STUDIES: Educators find few problems more baffling than the average 
C student's apparent lack of a sense of responsibility. Not even well 
trained young men are free from the delusion that much can be had 
for little nor from the failure to realize that in the aoeatien of 
formation ,effort brings its own success. Examination results test- 


ify to the satisfactory condition of studies in the College. 


VETERANS: Almost 200 Veterans completed Junior and Senior Matriculation 
Courses in Arts, Science and Commerce, last December. In the sole 
remaining Veterans' Course 34 students have just finished their

TEACHERS: For the generous and loyal co-operation of the entire 
teaching staff under its Dean of Studies, Father William X. Bryan,S.J., 
I would like to place on record our sincere admiration and gratitude. 
The introduction of any College Course involves many problems. The 
establishment of a Science Department with its wide variety of 

courses and the setting up of the necessary laboratory equipment, 

gives rise to uniquely complicated difficulties. That we have 
weathered the past four years and are prepared to recommend nine 
students for Bachelor of Science deprous this evening is in large 


measure due to the devotedness and competence of all the Science 
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DEBATES : Our traditional interest in public speaking and debating 
continues. Intra-mural debating was particularly stressed in the 
year. In the Montreal Debating League our teams received decisions 
over the Spoke Club and the North End Speakers! Club and lost to 
McGill University and to the Junior Board of Trade. Our Inter- 
University debaters won against Ottawa University in Montreal but 
lost to Bishop's in Lennoxville and so failed to make the finals 


of the League's Eastern Section. 


DRAMATICS: The five presentations of Hamlet by the Loyola Dramatic 
Society were very successful. Both professional critics and the 
general public were unanimous and emphatic in their acclaim. This 
year's Hamlet easily qualified for one of the top places ina dis- 
tinguished dramatic tradition. To its Director Father John Hanley 


and to its entire cast we extend sincere congratulations. 


PUBLICATIONS: The "Loyola Review", the official record of the 
year's activities, is now in the hands of the students. Our College 
newspaper, "The Loyola News", appeared regularly throughout the 
academic year. The Staffs of both publications deserve high com- 


mendation for their work. 


SPIRITUAL ORGANIZATIONS: The flourishing condition of their many 
spiritual organizations: the Sodality of Our Lady, the League of 
the Sacred Heart, St. John Berchmans Society and the Knights of the 


Blessed Sacrament, evinces clearly the healthy religious life of -s-35% 


Loyola students. Among the many projects carried through during | 
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the year we mention the following: 23 Communion Breakfasts at 
which some 5000 students received Communion: a Relief Drive to 

aid European Jesuit Colleges, to which the students contributed 
$400.00 and a-gift of $200.00 to the new Canadian Mission in India.

ATHLETICS: Loyola's 1946 Football season was a singularly success-= 

ful one. our College team won the Intermediate Eastern Intercollegiate 
Championship and our Senior, Junior and Bantam High School teams won 
the championship of their respective sections. 15 intra-mural teams 


competed in some 90 scheduled games,’ 


Our Junior High School Basketball teams were declared Junior Inter- 
scholastic. High School champions and also won the Junior Golden 
Ball invitation tournament. 15 intra-mural teams competed in 190 


scheduled games. 


Of our three High School Hockey teams, the Bantams won the Inter- 
G scholastic High School Championship, the Interscholastic City 
t Championship and the Canon Heffernan Trophy. co, “oe Maa: 
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Four College intra-mural teams played a 50 game schedule and 15 
High School Intra-mural teams played a 60 game schedule. 

Our High School Track team won the Canadian Legion Aggregate 
Trophy; 120 boys took part in the Annual High School Track Meet 
last Saturday and 41 are entered in the Inter-provincial Track 


Meet to be held on June the 7th next. 


C.0.T.C. In accordance with the regulations of the Department 

of Military Training the character of the Loyola Contingent, Can- 
adian Officers' Training Corps, has been completely changed. 

From the time of its foundation in 1919, membership had been com- 
pulsory for Loyola students. Our present establishment calls for 
a permanent Army Training Officer and 48 voluntary members who 
carry out a syllabus of theoretical training during the academic 
year and will spend the summer months in the regular Army Training 
Centres. I would like to express our sincere gratitude to Lt.-Col. 
Vincent Walsh,D.S.0., the Commanding Officer and to his fellow 


officers for effecting a difficult transition so competently. 


CONGRATULATIONS: During the year, Father William Hj Hingston,S.J., 

a former professor and Rector of Loyola, celebrated his Fiftieth 
Anniversary of religious life and Father Wilfrid 6'Kane, parish 

priest of St. Thomas Aquinas Parish and a former Loyola student, 

the 25th Anniversary of his ordination. To both we extend hearty 
congratulations. To Fathers Thomas Doyle, Paul Hoppe, Joseph McDonoug- 


and David Stanley, all of the Society of Jesus and former teachers at 
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Loyola, we offer congratulations on their ordination to the 


Priesthood and wish them many years of fruitful ministry. 


DEATHS: During the year death claimed Father John Cox, S.J., the 
last surviving member of Loyola's first Faculty. In the course of 
fifty years Father Cox had been attached to the College as teacher, 
prefect of discipline, Parish Priest and mssionary. After a long 
absence in Western Canada and the United States he returned two 
years ago to spend his last days of retirement with us. We regret 
too, the death, friday last, of Mr. Maurice Versailleg, K.D., a 
graduate of the Class of 1917. To the families and friends of both, 
Loyola extends her condolences. The Annual Masses for a dead

FINANCIAL: The press recently carried reports of the Conference of 
Canadian Universities, held in Montreal during the past month. The 
various universities agreed that rising prices will force them to 
raise their fees for the coming year. The same circumstances, op- 
erative in our own case, oblige us reluctantly to announce a 10% 


increase in Board and Tuition fees,

Biology Laboratory and the requisite service rooms. 


MOTHERS' GUILD: The Loyola Mothers! Guild held regular meetings 
during the year, provided refreshments for a considerable number 
of student events and for the Farewell Ceremony of the Indian 
Missionaries and contributed $700.00 towards the furnishing of the 


new Building. 


XAVIER APOSTOLATE;: This year marks the 2lst Anniversary of the 
establishment of the Xavier Apostolate. During that time $46,450.00 
have been spent assisting 117 candidates to the priesthood, of whom 
17 have been ordained and 25 are still in the various stages of 


preparation. 


INDIA: On December 9th, the first contingent of Canadian Jesuits 
received their official mandatum to the new mission in India. The 
ceremony was held in the College Chapel. This group was composed ” 


of four priest, all graduates of Loyola, and of one lay brother. 


MINISTRY: The regular and occasional ministry performed by members 

of the Faculty in addition to their teaching deserves special mention. 

Since the foundation of the Catholic Sailors! Club of Montreal and of 

the Montreal Convalescent Hospital our Fathers have served as regular 
C. Chaplains. In the course of the past year they supplied regularly or.

MARIANOPOLIS: Publicly I would here like to extend our heartiest 
congratulations to the Faculty and Students of Marianopolis College 
on the success and progress to which their recent Convocation test- 
ifies. The development of Marianopolis has not been an entirely 
alien matter to Loyola. When Marianopolis was established in 1945, 
Loyola, on the express request of His Excellency the Archbishop, 
opened its Science Lectures and Laboratories to the use of Marian- 
opolis students.
